'DEATH OF nninvo HAURR. 
The death of this -o mewhat celebrated 


German author has been announced. He 
was distinguished chiefly for his attacks 
on the Chri.-Uiim religion, having been 
one of the "advanced" rationalists of the 
Tiibiugen .school. 
As a disciple of Hegel 


he began with a wild indulgence iu the- 
ological speculation in 
tho defence of 


orthodoxy, but having left the beaten 
paths he soon found himself involved iu 
the mist1? of uncertainty and doubt. After 
groping here awhile ho abandoned all 
positive views and tried to reconcile him- 
self to all religions and jmiotit-ally to all 
philosophies. Thence he became emi- 
nently hostile lo historic Christianity- and 
in his later publications denied every- 
thing supernatural that is claimed iu be- 
half of iloKes, Jesus or the church. 
For 


a time his school of rationalists made great 
pretensions tosnporior learning and sound 
philosophy and attracted much attention, 
hi IK-IO Bauer 
published the 
famous 


volume iu which the fourth gospel was 
represented as the re-tilt exclusively of 
inner couKeiousne.-is and literary individu- 
ality, while in 187-1 he taught that the 
Christian religion was the work not of a 
historical person, but of design, the latter 
having originated with the founders of 
Christianity. 
These views have already 


lost their force oven upuii skeptical minds, 
and they never weighed much with the 
other party. 


In later years I'auer has Inrned hit; a(- 


tcntion tn politics whore lie proven him- 
self as unreliable and as unsound as iu 
religion. 
He pronounces modern democ- 


racy « failure and the present age greatly 
inferior to the past, a result we presume 
of the world's verdict against him. Former- 
ly learned works were written to.refute 
him, but latterly he hiiK.beeu prelly much 
left to himsulf, and he dies leaving but 
little fruit of his arduous labors behind.
